There,  in  no  Pew  lieni,  as  the  Weekly  Offerings  take  its  place. 

Pews  and  Sittings  are  allocated  on  written  application  to  the  Trustees. 

Each  member  and  adherent  is  requested  to  state  the  amount  he  or  she 
intends  to  give  towards  the  ordinary  expenditure— per  week,  quarter,  or 
year— and  to  put  such  sums  in  envelopes  (a  supply  of  which  will  be  found 
in  two  open  boxes  in  the  vestibule  of  the  Church)  on  the  Collecting  Plates 
on  Sabbath. 

The  ordinary  collections  form  a  separate  fund,  and  are  taken  up  each 
Sabbath. 
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The  annual  meeting  of  the  Congregation  was  heUl  on  Wednesday 
evening,  February  7th,  in  the  Lecture  room. 

Mr.  S.  Harper  was  callocl  to  the  chair,  and  Mr.  W.  Middleton  was 
appointed  Secretary. 

In  reading  the  Report  of  the  Session,  Rev.  Mr.  McCuaig  very  feelingly 
referred  to  the  decease  of  the  late  Dr.  Dickson,  and  spoke  of  his  long 
and  useful  career  in  connecition  with  the  Congregation. 

Mr.  Horn,  Secretary  of  Trustees,  reported  that  although  they  had 
extra  expense  in  the  Precentor's  salary,  Synod  Fund,  repairs  to  furnace, 
Ac,  still  they  were  able  to  place  a  small  b.xlance  to  their  credit. 

Mr.  Hobart  presented  the  Report  of  the  Ladies'  Association,  from 
which  it  was  found  they  had  decided  that  their  funds  in  future  were  to 
be  derived,  not  from  sales,  as  formerly,  but  from  cash  contributions  by 
the  members,  weekly,  monthly,  or  a«  they  saw  fit ;  the  money  thus 
Vaif^ed  to  be  a  fund  to  assist  the  Trustees  to  meet  the  expense  of  a 
thorough  repair  of  the  Church  when  such  a  work  was  undertaken. 
With  the  exception  that  the  Association  would  wish  more  contribiitors, 
— there  being  at  present  only  some  thirty, — the  plan  is  working  satis- 
factorily, and  the  Treasui'er's  Report  shows  a  balance  of  8115.85.  The 
Report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Couper,  Treasurer,  submitted  the  Financial  Statement, 
which  showed  the  ordinary  revenue  of  the  Church  for  the  year  to  be  aa 
follows  : —

$17.50  was  collected  for  subscriptions  to  the  Record  and  forwarded. 

To  the  credit  of  the  Poor  Fund  there  was  832.84,  supplemented  by 
the  year's  subscriptions  of  3237.11 — $269. 96,  of  which  amount  there 
was  donated  $137.60,  leaving  on  hand  9132.35. 

There  had  been  a  special  fund  for  the  building  of  the  platform  and 
fence,  for  which  there  was  subscribed  $241, — this  supplemented  by  the 
cash  balance  of  $9.44  from  ordinary  revenue,  made  a  total  of  $250.44. 
The  expense  of  erecting  the  platform  and  fence  was  $319.00,  so  there  is 
still  due  on  this  account  $68. ()2. 

Capt.  Middleton  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Report,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Macalister.  — Carried . 

Mr.  Maxwell  presented  the  Sabbath  School  Report.  The  officers  are 
composed  of  Superintendent,  Secretary-Treasurer,  Librarian,  and  six- 
teen teachers.  Number  of  scholars  on  roll,  147;  average  attendance,  96. 
$40  had  been  collected  for  missions.  Death  liad  removed  two  of  the 
pupils,  and  two  teachers  had  left  the  city.  No  increase  had  been  niade 
to  the  library,  and  they  hoped  the  Congregation  would  assist  in  placing 
it  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  cash  receipts  for  the  year  were 
$123.45,  and  the  disbursements  $80.72,  leaving  cash  on  hand  $42.73. 

Mr.  Macalister,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Report,  spoke  of  the 
regularity  of  teachers'  and  pupils'  attendance  and  of  the  intei'est  both 
seemed  to  take  in  the  lessons.  He  also  thanked  the  Trustees  for  reno- 
vating the  basement.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Maxwell,  and 
carried. 

Mr.  Pollock  moved  that  a  special  collection  be  taken  up  once  a  year 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Sabbath  School. 

Mr.  Richmond  moved  that  as  the  Poor  Fund  was  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  the  special  collection  taken  up  next  Sacrament  Sunday  be 
given  to  the  Sabbath  School. — Carried. 

The  registration  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  was  referred  to 
the  Trustees  and  Session. 

Mr.  Horn  read  a  communication  from  the  Sexton  asking  for  an  in- 
crease of  salary. — RefeiTed  to  the  Trustees. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  elect  by  ballot  six  Trustees,  with  the 
following  result : — For  three  years,  Mr.  J.  G.^Couper  and  Capt.  Mid- 
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dleton  ;  for  two  yearn,  Mr.  A.  Horn  and  Cai)t.  Lewis  ;  for  one  year, 
Mr.  R.  J.  McDowall  and  Mr.  K,  CJago. 

Mr.  W.  Middlotou  and  Mr.  J.  Murray,  Jr.,  were  appointed  Auditors. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  FarroU  and  HCH-onded  by  Capt.  Middloton  tliat 
this  meeting  recommend  to  the  SesHion  tliat  the  Congregation  stand 
while  singing  during  the  time  of  Divine  worship. — Carried. 

Mr.  ]V[aealiHt(!r  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  t(j  the  Choir  for  its  efficient 
services,  to  which  Mr.  Galloway  replied. 

Rev.  Mr.  McCuaig  moved  a  vote  of  tlianks  to  the  officials  of  the 
Sabbath  School  for  their  share  of  the  good  work,  to  which  Mr.  Macalia- 
ter  replied. 

After  devotional  exercises  by  the  Pastor  the  meeting  adjourned.

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REPORT  OF  SESSION. 


It  was  the  sad  duty  of  your  Session  at  your  last  annual  meeting  to 
report  the  decease  of  their  beloved  brother  and  fellow-Elder,  Mr.  James 
Macnee.  It  is  with  similar  feelings  of  sadness  that  they  have  now  to 
I'eport  the  decease  of  another  brother  Eldei',  eqiially  beloved.  Dr.  John 
R.  Dickson  was  inducted  into  the  office  of  the  Eldership  in  this  Congre- 
gation on  the  18th  day  of  Ai.gust,  1849.  He  had  thus  served  the  Cou- 
gi-egation  nearly  thirty-four  years,  and  was  at  the  time  of  his  death 
in  office,  though  not  in  years,  the  senior  member  of  Session.  After  a 
long  and  languishing  illness,  he  de2)arted  this  life  on  the  23rd  day  of 
November  last,  in  the  "  full  assurance  of  liope  to  the  end."  His  emi- 
nence as  a  man  of  science,  and  his  long  and  successful  professional 
career  in  this  city,  commanded  the  respect  and  admiration  of  all ;  but 
it  was  as  tlie  devout,  unassuming  Christian  man,  and  the  faithful  and 
conscientious  Elder,  that  we  all  loved  him  best.  The  symi)athies  of 
the  whole  Congregation  are  hereby  tendered  to  his  sorrowing  widow 
and  family.     Nor  is  this  the  only  case  in  which  "the  last  enemy"  has 


entered  our  homeR.  Young  and  old  have  all  boon  oallod  away,  notably, 
and  with  awful  HuddenneuH,  tho  chairman  of  your  laHt  annual  mooting, 
Mr.  8.  T.  Drennan,  one  of  the  few  remaining  original  moniherH  of  thin 
Church. 

It  may  be  tho  duty  of  the  8<^s8ion  during  tho  current  year  to  ask  the 
inonibers  in  full  communion  to  ehict  Huccossora  to  our  lately  dcceaHod 
Elders,  and  it  in  hoped  that  much  prayer  will  be  made  for  guidance  in 
thiH  important  duty. 

On  the  first  Bal)bath  of  Manrh  last  there  was  introduced  into  th« 
public  worship  of  the  Congregation  the  Psalter  and  Hymnal  approved 
and  commended  by  the  General  Assembly.  So  far  as  known  to  the 
Session  this  action  has  given  universal  satisfaction.  The  gratitude  of 
the  Congregation  is  due  to  the  Choir  for  valuable  aid  in  the  conduct  of 
public  worship. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Session,  so  promptly  acted  npon,  at  thu 
last  annual  meeting,  to  revise  the  CJonstitution  under  which  the  Con- 
gregation has  been  working  for  twenty-eight  years,  has  been  satisfac- 
torily completed.  After  long  and  (rareful  consideration  the  committee 
submitted  an  amended  Constitution  to  a  special  Congi-egatioiiid  meeting 
called  for  that  purpose.  The  report  was  received  and,  with  a  few 
slight  alterations,  the  Constitution  as  amended  was  adopted.  It  was 
afterwards  submitted  to  the  Presbytei'y,  and  approved  witliout  any 
change,  in  so  far  as  it  was  in  harmony  with  the  trust  deed,  whicli  docu- 
ment was  not  before  the  Court.  The  Constitution  now  becomes  wiiut 
it  never  was  before,  a  legal  and  authoritative  document. 

Tlie  Sabbath  School  Report  will  indicate  the  state  of  that  important 
department  of  the  Church's  work.  The  Session  deem  it  a  duty  and  a 
pleasure  to  recognize  the  valuable  services  of  a  very  devoted  and  loyal 
band  of  Sabbath  School  teachers. 

The  ordinance  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  dispensed  four  times  during 
the  year.  Thirty  additions  were  made  to  the  communion  roll  ;  ten 
were  disjoined  by  certificate,  leaving  a  net  gain  of  twenty. 

The  Session  took  order  that  contributions  to  the  General  Assembly 
schemes  were  made.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  these  are  nearly  all 
in  advance  of  last  year.  The  Treasurer's  Repoi't  will  show  the  amounts 
contributed  to  the  «lifferent  schemes.  The  poor  of  the  Congregation 
were  not  neglected. 

The  attendance  on  public  worship  was  encouraging,  and  on  the  whole 
regular.  The  work  of  pastoral  visitation  was  attended  to.  The  sacred 
duties  of  family  worship,  of  religious  home  training,  and  of  Sabbath 
observance,  were  earnestly  urged,  and  it  is  hoped  that  attention  to  these 
duties  is  on  the  increase.  The  weekly  prayer  meeting  is  better  attended 
than  ever.     On  the  whole  there  is  reason  to  thank  (iod  and  take  courage.

Notwithstanding  the  increased  expenditure  during  tho  year,  namely, 
on  account  of  the  Precentor's  salary,  Synod  and  Presbytery  Fund, 
extrft  repairs  to  furnace  and  infant  class  room,  &c.,  the  Treasurer's 
statement  will  show  a  small  balance  on  hand  with  all  ordinary  liabili- 
ties paid. 

The  Trustees  found  it  necessary,  owing  to  the  dilapidated  condition 
of  the  platform  in  front  of  the  Church,  to  renew  the  whole  structure. 
They  also  replaced  the  woo»lcn  fence  by  an  iron  one,  which  they  flatter 
themselves  is  a  decided  improvement.  Their  appeal  to  tlie  Congrega- 
tion by  a  personal  canvass  for  this  extra  expenditure  was  faii'ly  responded 
to  ;  still  there  is  a  balance  of  S<')H.r)2  against  it.

This  has  not  interfered  with  the  ordi- 
nary collections,  which  show  a  small  increase  this  year.  ^20  have  been 
remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Home  Mission,  $10  to  the  French 
Mission,  and  $10  handed  to  the  Olive  Branch  Mission  Board  for  Foreign 
Missions. 

We  have  again  been  reminded  that  death  does  not  spare  the  young, 
Kate  McEwan  was  taken  away  after  a  short  illness,  while  the  sudden 
death  of  Geor.r'e  Flett  is  remembered  by  all.  We  trust  that  they  are 
now  joining  in  singing  the  praises  of  the  Lamb. 

Two  of  the  tea<thors  have  removed  to  other  spheres  of  usefulness — 
Miss  Bayne,  who  left  the  city  last  summer,  and  Miss  Macalister,  who, 
with  Miss  Farrell,  has  had  charge  of  the  infant  class.  She  will  be 
greatly  missed  by  the  little  ones.  Mrs.  Farrell  has  returned,  and  with 
Mr.  Siler  and  the  Misses  N.  McKay,  B.  Farrell,  and  Hopeson,  has  taken 
a  class.  As  the  number  of  children  increased  two  new  classes  were 
formed. 
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We  liave  to  thank  ouv  "Superintendent  for  the  present  of  a  very  hand" 
some  map  of  the  Holy       id,  which  helps  to  enliven  the  Lecture  room. 

No  increase  has  beeu  .oade  to  the  Library,  having  only  312  this  year 
to  add  to  our  fund  in  the  Bank,  which  now  amounts  to  $42.  As  a  com- 
plete overhaul  is  new  necessary,  we  hope  the  Congregation  will  assist 
in  placing  it  in  a  satisfactory  position.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  CHALMERS'  CHOECH,  KINGSTON,  ONT. 

Adopted  at  a  Congregational  Meeting,  0th  October,  1682,  and  sanctioned  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Kingston,  at  Belleville,  10th  December,  1882. 


PREAMBLE. 

Constitution  of  Chalmers'  Church,  City  of  Kingston,  Prorinoe  of 
Ontario,  lying  within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of  Kingston,  one  of 
the  Presbyteries  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  with  which  it 
is  connected. — To  secure  order  and  good  government  in  its  temporal 
aifairs,  the  said  Conpfregation  aflopts  the  following  articles  as  a  Con- 
stitution : 

ARTICLE  I. 

This  Congregation  declares  itself  to  be  in  connection  with  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Canada,  and  agrees  to  adhere  to  the  standards, 
discipline,  and  worship  of  the  said  Church,  and  in  virtue  of  such  con- 
nection binds  itself  to  8uV)mit  to  the  same  in  all  matters  relating  to  the 
spiritual  affairs  of  the  said  Church. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Tlie  property  now  held  by  the  Congregation,  corui)rising  a  parcel  of 
land,  or  two  (^ity  lots,  situated  on  Earl  Street,  in  the  City  of  Kingston, 
butted  and  bounded  according  to  a  description  given  in  the  trust  deed, 
and  all  other  proi>erty  now  held  or  which  may  hereafter  accrue  to  the 
said  Congregation,  together  with  all  the  temporal  aitairs  of  the  said 
Cdngregation.  shall  be  held  by  and  placed  under  the  sole  management 
of  six  Trustees,  not  less  than  four  of  whom  must  be  members  of  the 
(^hur(!h  in  full  communion,  who  shall  be  known  as  "  The  Trustees  of 
Chalmers'  Church,"  and  who  shall  ap])oint  their  own  Cliairman,  Treas- 
urer, and  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1. — An  anniial  general  meeting  of  the  Congregation  untler 
this  Constitution  shall  V)e  held  in  the  (Jhurch  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
February,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  Inmdred  and 
eighty-three,  at  Avhich  meeting  six  Trustees  shall  be  elected,  as  follows: 
two  for  one  year,  two  for  two  yeai's,  and  two  for  three  years. 

The  subsequent  annual  meetings  of  the  Congregation  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  Felmiary  in  each  year,  wlien  two  Trustees  shall 
be  elected  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

The  meeting  shall  also  elect  one  or  more  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy 
or  vacancies  which  may  have  occurred  since  the  preceding  annual 
meeting.

Two  AuditorH  Hhall  Ixt  ttletrted  nt  each  annual  gKiittral  nieetinfi^. 

Section  2. — The  Board  of  Trustees  Hliall  have  power  to  fill  up  the 
place  of  any  Trustee  who  may  die  or  vacate  his  office  during  the  year, 
the  person  so  a])pointed  to  hold  office  till  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  3. — Public  intimation  of  every  general  or  special  meeting  of 
the  Congregation  shall  be  given  from  the  pulpit  on  the  two  Sabbaths 
immediately  preceding  the  same  at  each  diet  of  public  worship  hold 
thereon,  and  the  members  of  the  Church  in  full  communion,  together 
with  other  adherents  of  the  Congregation  being  regular  contributors  to 
the  ordinary  revenue  thereof,  and  also  such  members  of  the  families  of 
the  Congregation,  whether  of  conniiUnicants  or  contributors  as  above 
stated,  of  and  over  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  residing  with  their 
.parents,  shall  be  qualified  voters  at  sucli  meetings,  except  as  lienMuaftor 
|)rovided. 

Section  4.— The  meeting  of  the  Congregation  organized  in  accordantje 
with  Section  3  having  l)een  opened  with  prayer,  shall  elect  a  Chairman 
and  Secretary,  and  proceed  to  business. 

Section  5. — The  Trustees  and  Auditoi's  after  being  nominated  shall 
l)e  elected  by  ballot  at  su(fli  meeting  as  provided  })y  Section  1  of  this 
Article,  and  those  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  sliall  be  declared 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  meeting  as  duly  elected  Trustees  and  Auditors 
for  the  time  for  which  they  are  elected,  and  shall  hold  offic-e  until  the 
expiration  of  their  several  terms  of  office  or  until  their  successtn-s  are 
elected. — Provided  always  that  the  retiring  Trustees  or  Aiiditors  sliall 
be  at  all  times  eligible  for  re-election  if  otherwise  jualitied. 

ARTK  LE  IV. 
Tlie  duties  of  the  Trustees  shall  be: 

Section  1. — To' take  chargt;  of  the  properties  and  revenues  of  the 
Congregation  of  what  kind  soever,  the  collection  of  all  contributions 
for  the  suppoi't  of  ordinances,  and  the  other  revenues  of  the  Congrega- 
tion, the  payment  of  the  Minister's  stipend,  the  salaries  of  the  ne(?essary 
offi<>ials,  and'other  expenditures.  They  shall  also  observe  any  special 
directions  which  may  from  tiine  to  time  l>e  given  them  by  the  Congre- 
gation. 

Section  '2. — Tli(\v  shall  keej)  the  Church  and  Manse  in  i)roi)er  rei>air, 
and  shall  devise  the  necessary  means  to  raise  any  sums  required  for 
such  purpose  over  and  above  the  amount  received  from  ordinary  reve- 
nue. But  they  shaU  not  have  ])ower  to  contract  debt  on  the  se<'uritv 
of  the  property  withoxit  the  special  authority  of  the  Congregation. 

Section  3. — They  shall  keep  the  key  of  the  Church,  and  see  that  it 
be  opened  for  all  meetings  of  and  connected  with  the  Congregation,  and 
if  the  use  of  the  Chiirch  shall  be  at  any  time  required  for  any  other

imrpoBOH  they  mny,  with  thfi  conHent  of  the  Kirk  SeHHion,  f?rant  the 
Hamn. 

Section  4. — To  meet  as  often  as  they  shall  deem  neceHsary  for  the 
transaction  of  busiuesH,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  themselves 
may  appoint;  three  to  form  a  quorum.  The  Chairman  shall  have  a  de- 
liberative and  if  necessary  a  (^astinp^  vote. 

Section  5. — The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  book  of  accounts,  showing 
receipts  and  expenditure,  and  shall  produce  the  same  at  the  annual 
meeting,  duly  audited. 

Section  (5. — The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  minute  book  wherein  all 
minutes  of  meetings  of  Trustees  and  of  the  Congregation  shall  be 
entered,  which  minute  book  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  Sec- 
retary respectively  of  the  Trustees  or  Congregational  meeting. 

Section  7. — At  the  annual  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  present  a  report 
of  their  proceedings,  with  an  abstract  of  receijjts  and  expenditure 
during  the  year,  and  a  statement  of  the  present  financial  condition  of 
the  Congregation. 

SEcrioN  8. — They  shall  take  up  contributions  for  the  various  schemes 
of  the  (!hurch  at  such  times  as  the  Session  mav  direct,  and  transmit 
the  same. 

Section  9. — They  shall  pay  the  proper  officers  such  assessments  as 
shall  be  made  on  the  Congregation  for  Presbytery,  Synod,  and  General 
Assembly  expenses,  also  the  necess*'  /  travelling  expenses  of  Minister 
and  Elder  to  the  Presbytery  and  Synod,  and  of  the  Minister  to  the 
(reneral  Assembly  when  sent  by  rotation. 

Skctton  10. — They  sliall  engage  the  secular  officers  of  the  Congrega- 
tion, define  their  duties,  and  dispense  with  their  services  when  requisite. 
The  appointment  of  Pre(!entor  and  Organist  shall  in  all  cases  be  made 
by  joint  consent  of  Session  and  Trustees. 

Section  11. — They  sliall  have  the  sole  power  to  allocate  the  sittings 
in  the  Church  and  re-nrrange  the  same  fi'om  time  to  time. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  duties  of  the  Auditors  shall  be  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
Trnstees,  and  submit  a  report  of  the  same  to  the  annual  general  meet- 
ing of  the  ('ongregation. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  1. — On  the  requisition  of  twenty-live  members  of  the  Con- 
gregation entitled  to  vote  at  meetings  of  the  same  (see  Article  III., 
Section  8),  the  Trustees  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  tlie  Congregation 
in  same  manner  as  provided  in  Article  III.,  Section  3. 

Section  2. — All  questions  coming  before  said  special  meeting,  or  at 
the  ordinary  annual  general  meeting,  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of 
qualified  voters,  unless  spec^ially  provided  for  in  this  Constitution,  and

.  mrcli  in  Canada,  wh<i  ''v  it  may  be  necessary  for  this  Conf^^gatiou 
in'  loolare  th«  party  whom  it  will  snHtain  and  to  whom  it  will  adhere, — 
in  IiImI' /ff»**  place  the  Congregation  wi» '  be  considered  as  l)eing  still  in 
oonnectiuii  »ith  the  party  who  shall  constitute  the  majority,  until 
otherwise  decided  in  the  manner  hereinafter  described. 

Section  2. — The  Trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  call  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Congregation,  such  meeting  to  be  called  as  all  f)ther 
Congregational  meetings,  and  its  object  fully  stated  at  the  time  of 
making  such  call,  and  the  qualified  voters  at  siu'h  m(H>tingH  shall  be  th»' 
members  of  the  Church  in  full  communion,  and  male  and  female  heads 
of  families,  adherents  of  the  same,  l>eing  regular  contributors  to  its 
revenues  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  years  previous  to  such  meet- 
ing; and  a  majority  of  such  qualified  voters  present  at  such  meeting 
shall  determine  to  which  party  of  the  divided  Clnirch  the  Congregation 
will  adhere,  and  all  property  owned  or  possessed  as  Church  property 
shall  1)6  held  according  to  the  decision  arrived  at  by  such  vote. — 
Provided  the  majority  of  qualified  votei-s  continue  the  government  an<l 
worship  of  Chalmers'  Church  in  accordance  with  the  principles  and 
practice  of  Presbyterian  Churches  as  laid  down  in  the  "  Forms  of 
Church  Govornmont"  and  in  "  The  Directory  for  the  Public  Wovshii) 
of  God." 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  1. — This  (Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  iniless 
the  proposed  altemtion  or  amendment  be  submitted  to  the  Congrega- 
tion at  an  annual  meeting,  or,  at  a  special  meeting  duly  called  and  held 
for  that  purpose. 

Sectton  2. — If  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  present  at  such 
meetiii(5  shall  approve  of  the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment,  another 
meeting  of  the  (yongregation  shall  be  held  in  like  manner,  after  nn  inter- 
val of  not  less  than  four  weeks,  when  suirh  alteration  or  .nn  -ndAnent 
shall  be  valid  if  approved  of  by  two-tliirds  of  the  quali^"  -.!  v.,  ■.  -iien 
present;  but  if  otherwise,  the  same  shall  have  no  foive  Oi  v.lltmt,  and  the 
Constitution  shall  remain  unchanged. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

That  til-  'otiNt'tution  atlopted  at  the  annual  meeting  of  tlu^  Congre- 
gation of  Chu  .■(■■  /  Cin-vch  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  July,  in  the  year 
of  our  Loi  i  :h:^  '.ht:»>and  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  vovtfai,  l,  nnd  this  f!(  ■.■'fitntion  adopted  in  ])la('e  thereof.
